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OC WEEKLY: What are the qualifications 
for being a Herradura brand ambassador? 
RUBEN ACEVES: Well, I’ve been involved 
with tequila for a lot of years. I have a pas¬ 
sion for it and for Mexican Traditions. I 
really enjoy the hand-crafted production 
process, and it is rooted in the traditional 
Hacienda. I had the good luck to meet the 
former Herradura owner about thirty years 
ago and I started spending more and more 
time with the master distiller, in the field, 
trying to understand the process. So I really 
like to educate people about making tequila 
because it is something I enjoy so much. 
Again, you have to have a passion for it. 

OCW; Herradura is made at the Hacienda 
of San Jose del Refugio in a region of Mexico 
known as the birthplace of tequila. As the 
Global Ambassador of Herradura, you must 
also be an ambassador of the Hacienda. Tell 
us how the place reinforces the brand. 

RA: The Hacienda of San Jose del Refugio 
was established about 600 years ago. At 
that time, the economy was centered on the 
Mexican Hacienda, kind of like the southern 
states in the US centered on the Plantation. It 
was a large farm that raised cattle and crops. 
There was one patron and a lot of employees, 
and they grew vegetables, grains, cereals- ev¬ 
erything people needed for their daily diet. 
Over the years, tequila production became 
more popular, and by 1846, the Hacienda of 
San Jose del Refugio had transformed into 
a large distillery. Today, Herradura and its 
sister brands are the only 100% Hacienda- 
made tequilas, with fruit trees and agave all 
grown on property. 

OCW; Ah, the famous blue agave. Tell us 
about the production process, from harvest¬ 
ing the plant to ready-to-drink tequila. 

RA: Blue agave is the only plant you can use 
by law to produce tequila. It’s not like a fruit 
that becomes sweet and nice to eat once it’s 
ripe. It takes seven years to mature and get 
the right sugar. Some distilleries harvest 
before then, but we wait until the plant is 
seven to ten years. It yields a nice, balanced, 
beautiful sugar, and this is a key element. 
There are basically four steps in the process: 
We cook the agave in old-fashion ovens; then 
we use a spontaneous, natural fermentation 
process with fruit from the Hacienda; then 
it’s distilled at a low proof to keep the natural 
flavors intact; and finally it’s aged in mature 
wood barrels that add color and flavor. A lot 
of people don’t know that before tequila is 
aged, it’s a water-clear alcohol. 

OCW; Tequila has a reputation in the US 
as somewhat of a dangerous, sometimes 
violent alcohol, resulting in stories of severe 
debauchery and regret. Is this a perception 
you try to change? 

RA; Oh yes. I would say nine out of ten 
people see tequila that way. My grandmother 


taught me how to drink tequila, and I’ve 
never had a bad experience with it. Being the 
ambassador is not just about having a nice 
face or personality, but it’s having the will to 
educate people. Maybe people were drink¬ 
ing too much, doing shots and so forth, or 
maybe they were drinking the wrong brand. 
When I talk to people at dinners we host, I 
tell them it’s the same as choosing the right 
wine, and that tequila is good for lunch as 
well as dinner. A big part of my presentation 
involves teaching people how to appreciate 
sipping or making beautiful cocktails with 
tequila. 

OCW; How far have you traveled in your 
role as Global Brand Ambassador? 

RA; All over the world. Chile, Tokyo, Aus¬ 
tralia. We tend to focus on bigger markets. 
But there is low-hanging fruit, too. I’m going 


to El Salvador soon and it’s a smaller market, 
but everyone should know about Herradura 
and the Hacienda. When I’m abroad I love to 
invite people to visit Mexico, so much of the 
time I’m hosting people at the Hacienda. I 
spend a lot of time there. 

OCW; So what makes Herradura special? 
Why would we choose it over another 
brand? 

RA: There are about 1300 different brands 
of tequila produced by 156 distilleries. 

One distillery might produce more than 
50 different labels, but Herradura is one of 
only a handful of premium tequilas that the 
Hacienda makes. There are no chemicals or 
additives, just Hacienda-grown blue agave 
and fruits, and charred wood barrels. With 
a long history and pure production process, 
you get the highest quality tequila. 


OCW; What are the different types of 
tequila? 

RA: There are two basic families: tequila 
made with 100% agave, and mixed or blend¬ 
ed tequilas made with at least 51% agave and 
at most 49% of a neutral spirit made from 
corn, sugarcane, etc. Then there are five 
presentations: Blanca, Plata or Silver, which 
is clear and aged for 50 days; Reposado, aged 
for 60 days in a wood barrel; Anejo, aged for 
a year in a small wood barrel; Extra Anejo, 
aged for three years in a small wood barrel; 
and Gold, which is clear tequila with artifi¬ 
cial coloring in it. 

OCW; Ruben, thanks so much for break¬ 
ing down this misunderstood spirit for us! 
Knowledge is power! 

RA; Thanks for speaking with me. I’m happy 
I could enlighten you.

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Jason Troia Won’t Stay Quiet 


Long Beach City College’s student trustee declares war 
on the school’s board over proposed program cuts

“L 


ong Beach is a blue-collar 
town/’ Jason Troia stresses. “It 
always has been. We’re a port 
town, and our aviation-maintenance pro¬ 
gram is in the top 5 percent to 10 percent 
in the nation, and yet we’re cutting it. The 
jobs are here ... but you know, it’s not like 
we need airplane mechanics.” 

He laughs. The 32-year-old Troia is 
the talk of Long Beach. As the student 
representative on the Long Beach City 
College (LBCC) Board of Trustees, he 
has declared war on his own board, spe¬ 
cifically over its decision this year to cut 
11 of the school’s vocational programs 
over budget concerns. His arsenal is a 
backpack filled with thousands of pages 
of documents that the English major 
has painstakingly combed through and 
highlighted to blast the trustees during 
board meetings. He can cite minutiae 
from LBCC’s Academic Senate and Col¬ 
lege Planning Committee, as well as 
numerous districtwide reports that, he 
says, show all sorts of government mal¬ 
feasance, from fudging stats about the 
programs’ success rates to ignoring the 
pleas of students to fiat-out breaking 
the law by refusing to comply with the 
Brown Act. 

“The money is there,” Troia says. 
“We’ve received millions of dollars from 
the federal government for our programs, 
and aviation maintenance actually makes 


a profit of $1 million a year.” 

Troia has attempted to confront the 
board for almost nine months, and it has 
simply ignored his allegations, he says. 
Instead, it has demanded he turn over 
evidence or face legal action. 

Whistle-blowing is a hobby of sorts for 
the boyish-looking student. Shortly after 
high school, he landed a lucrative gig in 
San Francisco doing corporate public 
relations for a company he alleges began 
partaking in illegal activity. “I presented 
the information to them and showed 
them what they were doing wrong, but 
they didn’t care,” he says. Frustrated, he 
quit and moved to Long Beach to go back 
to college and be near his brother. 

In June 2012, Troia applied for and 
became the student trustee on the LBCC 
board, a position usually sought for 
resume padding and often filled by young 
men and women who quickly learn to sit 
quiet and not ask any questions. Troia 
proved the opposite. Two months into his 
term, the words “program discontinu¬ 
ance” began to fioat around. “It just didn’t 
make sense, and I started looking into it,” 
he says. 

The Board of Trustees had told the 
public that despite the recent passage of 
Proposition 30 (which increased income 
and sales taxes ostensibly for education) 
and the Trade Adjustment Assistance 
Community College and Career Train¬ 


ing grant program (enacted in 2010 to 
give $2 billion over the next four years 
specifically for job-training programs, 
with $500 million allocated toward com¬ 
munity colleges), it had to cut 11 voca¬ 
tional programs, claiming the school had 
lost $7.5 million more than expected this 
year. Slated for the shredder were auto 
body, aviation, audio production, interior 
design, welding, automotive technology, 
real estate, photography, air conditioning/ 
refrigeration/heating, diesel mechanics 
and carpentry. 

Troia began poring over the board’s 
figures. He slapped his findings down on 
the dais during an April 23 board meeting 
and delivered a fiery, 20-minute speech 
accusing the trustees of incompetence 
at best, corruption at worst. The crowd 
applauded. At that same meeting, Troia 
announced a petition to recall four board 
members (Doug Otto, Roberto Uranga, 
Tom Clark and Jeff Kellogg), lobbied 
Associated Student Body leaders to take 
a vote of no confidence against the trust¬ 
ees, and demanded the board reconsider 
the program discontinuance. 

The trustees claimed Troia’s facts 
were news to them; Otto, in particular, 
wondered why Troia had never come to 
his office to discuss the matter. “They’ve 
heard this information from me at least 
five times, if not eight or nine,” Troia 
says with a laugh, adding that he “sub¬ 


mitted a list of questions about all of 
these things, and they finally responded 
a week past the deadline.” 

He also accused the board of violating 
the Brown Act by holding deliberations 
in closed sessions. At that point, Otto 
shot back: “Do you think the Brown Act 
applies to the Academic Council?” 

“It clearly does,” Troia replied. 

The trustee replied, “Okay,” then sur¬ 
prised everyone—especially his colleague 
Kellogg, who adamantly supported the 
program cuts—by saying he was partly 
disappointed in the whole process. “I 
personally feel that I’ve failed in what it 
is that should have occurred here. Not the 
result, but the process.” 

Troia didn’t stay for the full board 
meeting by design. “I knew they were 
going to come at me and try to start a 
public debate, and right now, it’s just a 
waste of time,” he says. 

But his speech unleashed an aca¬ 
demic revolution. Most of Long Beach’s 
publications, from the Press-Telegram 
to its many news sites, are now pester¬ 
ing him for interviews—and for his find¬ 
ings. The Los Angeles County Board of 
Supervisors contacted him last week 
to discuss the program cuts. And for 
May Day, Troia helped to plan a protest 
against the board’s cutback attempt; 
more than 200 students, many from the 
discontinued trade programs, joined a 
3-mile march from LBCC’s campus to 
Long Beach City Hall. “It was the best 
protest I’ve ever been involved in,” he 
says, “I’ve never seen the trade students 
so excited.” 

His campaign hasn’t been immune to 
backlash. Recently, Troia was sent an 
unmarked package that contained an 
article written about him and business 
cards covered in a mysterious white pow¬ 
der. And he continues to receive notices 
from the board to turn over documenta¬ 
tion. (As of press time, the board has not 
responded to an interview request.) 

But he remains undeterred. Though 
transferring to a four-year university in the 
fall, Troia says his commitment remains 
with LBCC until the battle is over. 

“I won’t rest until all of these programs 
are off the chopping block,” he says. 
“People are telling me to move on, but 
no matter where I go, I’m gonna see this 
through. I have a very low tolerance for 
shenanigans. I tend to stick my neck out 
too far sometimes.... Being cautious is a 
pretty low priority on my list.” 

He credits his perseverance to his great- 
uncle, Sam Troia, who ran a small butcher 
shop in Jason’s hometown of Monterey 
and frequently hired young, troubled 
youths in the hopes of giving them a tan¬ 
gible trade. In 1979, two employees tried 
to rob him. He scoffed at how ungrateful 
they were and walked away; they shot 
Sam in the back, killing him. 

“My parents always told me, growing 
up, that if someone ever tries to rob you, 
just give them the money,” he says, then 
pauses. “But I always respected Sam for 
his conviction. I would probably do the 
same thing.”

WEEKLY 
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ec. 12, 2010, was a reasonably nice day in Long Beach, hitting a high of 64 
degrees. On that late-Sunday afternoon, the streets of Belmont Shore were 
full of people returning from the beach, shopping or just enjoying the day 
One of them, Doug Zerby, 35, was sitting on the porch of a friend’s home in 
the 5300 block of East Ocean Boulevard just after 4:30 p.m. He had been 
drinking and was idly playing with a metal object. 

A neighbor, Gordon Moore, was inside his home with his father-in-law

when he saw Zerby in the back yard. Moore thought Zerby had a gun. He asked his 
father-in-law what it looked like to him. He also thought Zerby had a gun. Moore said 
later he was concerned for the safety of his wife and mother-in-law, who soon would 
return from shopping. Moore called 911 around 4:40 p.m., reporting a man with a small 
“six-shooter” in his back yard. 

The first officer to arrive, Victor Ortiz, got to the scene just three minutes later. After

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talking to Moore about the “man with a 
gun/’ Ortiz got his shotgun and set up in 
Moore’s living room, about 40 feet from 
Zerby. The next officer, Jeffrey Shurtleff, 
arrived around 4:45 p.m. and positioned 
himself in the kitchen, less than 25 feet 
from Zerby 

The officers later told the Long Beach 
Police Department (LBPD) and Los Ange¬ 
les County investigators they watched 
Zerby manipulating what they thought 
was a handgun and pointing it toward 
an apartment building. Another officer 
arrived around 4:50 with an assault rifie 
with telescopic sights. He set up in front 
of the house, less than 60 feet away. 

At this point, the LBPD and LA 
County reports claimed, Zerby grew 
more alert as he heard police sirens. “Mr. 
Zerby raised both arms and extended 
them out in front of himself while point¬ 
ing the object believed to be a handgun 
toward Officer Ortiz.” Officer Shurtleff 
opened fire on the man with his Clock 
40-caliber handgun. 

Ortiz claimed Zerby was looking directly 
at him in the living room when he raised 
the gun-shaped object. Ortiz released the 
safety on his shotgun. According to the LA 
district attorney’s report, when he heard 
gunshots, “believing that Zerby was shoot¬ 
ing at him, Ortiz fired his shotgun at Zerby. 

... The combination of Zerby pointing the 
object directly at him coupled with the 
sound of Shurtleff’s gunshots led Ortiz to 
conclude that he was under attack. Ortiz 
fired to end this threat.” 

In fact, they ended Zerby’s life. After 
he was shot, a police spokeswoman said 
the suspect was handcuffed. An autopsy 
would later conclude he was hit by 12 
shots in the chest, arms and lower legs 
fired by officers Shurtleff and Ortiz. It 
would also find Zerby had a BAG level 
(blood-alcohol content) of 0.42. In a 
macabre coda to the shooting, according 
to Zerby’s father, Mark, the DA’s report 
stated that first responders removing his 
son’s body from the stoop bounced his 
head against the stairs seven times. 

f he “six-shooter” that Zerby was 
holding, the one that put the 
neighbor and well-armed police 
in fear of their life? It turned out 
to be a black pistol-grip water 
nozzle with a metal tip. More dis¬ 
turbingly, Zerby had never been ordered 
to drop the “weapon” or given any other 
command. He probably never even knew 
the police were nearby. 

The shooting underwent an internal 
review by LBPD. It was also investigated 
by the LA County Coroner’s Department 
and the LA County district attorney’s 
office. The LA DA cleared Shurtleff and 
Ortiz of criminal liability in a November 
2011 report. “The evidence examined in 
this investigation leads to the conclu¬ 
sion that this was a tragic mistake of 
fact,” the report states. “The evidence 
also demonstrates that the police actu¬ 
ally and reasonably believed that Zerby 
was armed with a firearm at the time of 
this incident.” 

In fact, Ortiz initially reported seeing 
muzzle fiashes from Zerby’s “weapon.” 
Later, testifying at the federal civil trial.

he acknowledged that a water nozzle 
could not produce such fiashes. 

Erwin Chemerinsky, dean of UC Irvine 
Law School and a noted legal scholar, 
says police action against civilians rarely 
results in criminal prosecution, except 
in what he describes as “egregious inci¬ 
dents, of which Rodney King is the most 
famous. It depends on the nature of the 
harm inflicted, the extent of the evidence. 


Often, this means terrible injuries and 
extreme force used relative to the need. 

If there hadn’t been the videotape of the 
beating of Rodney King, there would 
never have been a prosecution.” 

Police action against civilians results in 
civil litigation far more often. “The stan¬ 
dard of proof is easier,” explains Chemer¬ 
insky. “Also, the victim can initiate the civil 
suit, while only the DA can initiate criminal 


prosecution. It’s a much higher priority to 
the victim or their family than to the DA.” 

Long Beach Police Chief Jim McDon¬ 
nell refused to comment for this article. 
But shortly after prosecutors refused to 
charge any officers in the shooting, he 
called the incident a “tragedy” in an inter¬ 
view with the Long Beach Press-Telegram. 
“Hopefully, this conclusion provides

some closure for the family, the commu¬ 
nity and the officers involved,” he said. 

Despite McDonnell’s hopes, the Zerby 
family remains bitter. Mark Zerby, 59, 
says McDonnell falsely claimed Doug had 
a two-handed grip on the nozzle, similar 
to that of a gangster in a movie, and that 
his only intention was to put together 
a bulletproof police report and choreo¬ 
graph every detail. “McDonnell needs to 
resign,” he fumes. 

“When the DA rubber-stamped the 
case, we couldn’t go after [the police] 
criminally,” adds Eden Marie James. 
“What happened to my brother, in addi¬ 
tion to being tragic, was a horrible crime. 
I’m going to fight for justice.” 

Even in civil cases, Chemerinsky 
believes jurors can send a message about 
police misconduct. “I believe civil litiga¬ 
tion against cities is a key way of deter¬ 
ring this conduct,” he says. 

Eollowing the death of Doug Zerby, his 


family filed a $21.5 million federal civil- 
rights and wrongful-death suit against 
the city James claims the city delayed 
the civil trial and issued a citywide “gag 
order,” forbidding employees from com¬ 
menting or possibly assisting the Zerbys. 
LBPD declined to comment for this story; 
the Long Beach city attorney’s office did 
not respond. 

When the civil trial finally took place 
this spring, almost two and a half years 
after the killing, the city claimed Zerby 
was homeless, didn’t contribute to society 
and would have lived only a few more 
years. This was profoundly upsetting to 
his family The Zerbys have lived in Long 
Beach for more than 50 years and have 
known many cops. “There’s a quietness 
in the ranks; it’s all hush-hush, ” Mark 
Zerby says. 

Mark operates Bottoms Only, a boat¬ 
cleaning service that frequently employed 
Doug; he had spent thousands of hours 
diving with his son and had planned to 
leave the business to him. Zerby’s mother, 
Pam Amici, is a highly rated math teacher 
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at Long Beach Poly. 

Zerby’s sister, James, described her 
brother as a champion high-school swim¬ 
mer and free spirit who gave a homeless 
man the jacket off his back. “He trav¬ 
eled all over the U.S. as an expert snow- 
boarder,” she says. “Doug’s best friend was 
Jason Lezak the Olympic swimmer. Jason 
and his family came to Doug’s funeral.” 

But Doug had fallen off the wagon, 
she concedes. “He wasn’t proud of the 
fact that he struggled,” she says. “He was 
being responsible when he reached out 
to my father that day for a ride.” If he had 
driven home drunk instead of waiting for 
a ride, she says, he might be alive today. 

After the killing, Mark says, “Police 
cars would pull up in front of my boat, 
and the cops would stare at me.” 

“Cops I knew socially disappeared off 
my Facebook and never reappeared,” adds 
James. “They were not allowed to talk 
based on orders from the city attorney.” 

James remains resentful of the city’s 
attack on her brother’s character during 
the trial. “They went into this knowing 
they would lose,” she says. “But they 
wanted to pay the lowest amount they 
could.... The city spent a whole week 
minimizing my brother’s value.” 

After hearing weeks of testimony in the 
federal civil trial, including what James 
bitterly calls expert witnesses hired at 
astronomical fees, the six women and two 
men of the jury deliberated for a day. They 
returned to deliver a unanimous verdict 
that Long Beach police violated Zerby’s 
civil rights. Officers Shurtleff and Ortiz 
were declared liable, with the jury finding 
that Zerby’s Fourth Amendment rights 
(“The right of the people to be secure in 
their persons, houses, papers, and effects, 
against unreasonable searches and sei¬ 
zures”) were violated and that police were 
negligent and committed battery on Zerby. 

The $6.5 million verdict, while less 
than one-third of what the family had 
sought, was a clear victory for the Zerby 
family. “You can’t just murder my inno¬ 
cent, surf-loving brother,” says James. 
“People thought it only happened to gang 
members, or minorities. But it’s happen¬ 
ing all over the U.S. People are fed up.” 

The verdict also joins a depressingly 
long list of recent payouts by area taxpay¬ 
ers. Among others, these include: 

• A $1.55 million payout to Renee Alex¬ 
ander, the widow of Julian Alexander, and 
his daughter, after Alexander was shot 
and killed by an Anaheim police officer 
for holding a stick in 2008. 

• Kelly Thomas’ mother, Cathy, settled 
for $1 million against the city of Fullerton 
for the wrongful death of her son. (This 
does not include Ron Thomas’ upcoming 
suit against the city.) 

• In 2010, Matthew Fleuret was 
arrested on suspicion of obstructing a 
deputy after getting into a bar fight on 
St. Patrick’s Day. Never prosecuted, he 
received a settlement of $750,000 for 
excessive use of force. 

• In 2011, the family of Jason Jesus 
Gomez, 35, agreed to a $2.1 million exces- 
sive-use-of-force settlement after his 
wrongful death in the Santa Ana jail. 

• In April 2013, the Orange County Board 
of Supervisors approved a tentative settle¬ 
ment to the family of late Marine Sergeant 
Manuel Loggins. It was approved despite 
the DA clearing the sheriff’s deputy of 


cured lawn free of debris, and there were 
no dents, broken windows or scratches 
to the 52 patrol cars at the scene. “The 
police lied about the riot,” says attorney 
Garo Mardirossian, who represented the 
family in their subsequent lawsuit. 

During the beating, members of the 
family were addressed as “coconut head” 
and “big Samoan cow.” David Dole, now 
52, a local high school football star who 
played for San Jose State, was beaten 
dozens of times with police batons and 
heavy flashlights. His sister Emily Dole, 
now 55, a former U.S. Track and Field 
Team shot-putter and pro wrestler, was 
beaten on the head and across the back 
of her legs. 

“You represent a bunch of animals,” 
they were allegedly told by deputies. 
Mardirossian got the charges against 
the Doles and their friends and relatives 
thrown out. Nine and a half years later, 
the extended family received $24 mil¬ 
lion, the largest settlement against the LA 
Sheriff’s department; it did not include 
their continuing medical care. 

Although she’s cheerful and friendly, 
former Gorgeous Ladies of Wrestling star 
“Mt. Fiji” Emily lives in a Santa Ana con-

valescent home. She is confined to bed or 
a wheelchair due to her leg injuries and a 
dropped foot. 

David still has hand and head injuries 
from the beating. At 40, the right side of 
his body was paralyzed by a stroke, which 
Mardirossian believes stemmed from the 
nearly 100 blows to his head delivered by 
LA deputies. “We can forgive, but we can 
never forget,” David says. 

“I don’t hate the police,” adds Emily, 
as she crochets a pink baby blanket. 
“There are good apples and bad apples. 
Without law enforcement, our country 
would be chaotic.” 

Indeed, one of the careers young Alex 
Dole, David’s son, is considering after 
college is police officer. “I want to do 
something right,” Alex says. “I like help¬ 
ing people.” 

“I love cops,” David adds softly. “I hate 
what happened.” 

Even in the most egregious cases of 
civilian misbehavior, law enforcement 
overreaction can be prevented. Take the 
case of Norris Phuoc Nguyen, who had 
reportedly threatened to harm children at 
a Garden Grove school and recently terri¬ 
fied Orange County by walking away from 
the Royale Mental Health Center. Police 
learned of his obsessions in 2011 when 
he walked into the Westminster Police 
Department holding an assault rifie, say¬ 
ing he wanted to “die by cop,” accord¬ 
ing to Garden Grove Police Chief Kevin

wrongdoing in an early-morning shooting 
of Loggins at San Clemente High School. 
No payment has yet been announced. 

Of course, police brutality cases are 
nothing new in Orange County. As writer 
William Faulkner famously put it, “The 
past isn’t dead. It isn’t even past.” 

e n a hot spring day in 1997, Merritt 
Sharp Sr. had cars to fix, insur¬ 
ance adjusters to call back and a 
pair of SeaDoos to paint. He was 
alone in his Garden Grove body 
shop, working on a vise, when 20 armed 


dogs were sent through the storage room. 
After 45 minutes, the men uncuffed him 
without arresting him and left. “I was 
really disappointed because I didn’t 
expect that from the police department,” 
he says. “I told them, ‘Fuck you and fuck 
everyone else in your family!”’ 

Though the incident was more than 
15 years ago. Sharp continues to suffer 
from pain and nightmares. The warrant¬ 
less search, which was for Sharp’s son, 
an alleged parole violator, resulted in a 
$250,000 civil settlement against Garden 
Grove. “We’re supporting our officers,” the 


men burst through the doors and drive¬ 
way entrances. They grabbed the former 
Marine, threw him down on the concrete 
floor and handcuffed him. 

One beefy raider sneered at Sharp, 
“You’re going down!” 

While one held a shotgun to Sharp’s 
head, the others ransacked the shop, 
going through his desk, toolboxes, closets 
and paint cabinets. Three drug-sniffing 


city’s police captain, Dave Abrecht, said 
at the time. “We don’t think that they did 
an 5 Thing wrong.” 

In 1989, Los Angeles County Sheriffs 
broke up a bridal party in Cerritos. Some 
36 members of the party, mostly Samoan- 
Americans, were beaten by a gauntlet of 
sheriffs and arrested. Officers claimed 
the scene was a near-riot, with rocks and 
bottles thrown. Yet the home had a mani- 
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Raney. Instead of getting his death wish 
fulfilled, Nguyen won a trip to Royale. 

Attorney Jerry Steering, who won 
the civil judgment in Sharp’s case, more 
recently won a $2.13 million settlement 
in the OC Jail death of Jason Gomez. “He 
was going bonkers in his jail cell,” Steering 
relates. “The jail didn’t give him his bipo¬ 
lar meds, so he was yelling and scream-

ing and broke a nurse’s arm. Then he put 
soapy water on the floor of his cell, and 
they couldn’t Tase him because he put out 
a mattress. So they beat him, killed him.” 

Steering, who has been handling such 
cases since 1987, is profoundly cynical 
about the system. Most of the people 
who call him, he says, will not be able 
to receive justice or compensation. “It 
doesn’t matter what happens,” he says. “It 
matters how good liars the police are. It 
becomes a reality that never happened.” 

Judges tend to not want to exclude 
evidence, no matter how it was obtained, 
and prosecutors don’t want to get egg on 
their face and lose, he continues. “They 
understand cops have a tough job, so 
they have a natural tendency to side with 
them. The young, ambitious DAs want to 
get in with the cops so they can become a 
judge one day.” 

Steering’s dismal view extends to 
juries, as well. “White people are pretty 
stupid,” he says. “They live in a fantasy 
world. They don’t know there’s a sub¬ 
stantial minority of cops who get off 
on beating people. ‘Resisting arrest’ or 
‘delaying an officer’—people go for this 
stupid crap.” 

Given all this. Steering questions pro¬ 
spective clients carefully before taking 


their case. First question: Have you had a 
psychiatric hospitalization? Steering says, 
“If you do, [the prosecution will] rip the 
crap out of you.” 

Second: Do you have a job? “Juries 
don’t like people who don’t have jobs,” 
he says. 

Third: What kind of convictions do you 
have? “If you were convicted of a heinous 
felony, they’ll rip you apart in trial,” he 
says. “If you’re a child molester, nobody’s 
going to give you any money.” 

Finally: Do you have any witnesses? 
“Sometimes it takes a lot of investigation 
to And out what happened,” he notes. 

Even with the deck stacked against his 
clients. Steering has seen change happen. 
“Jail beatings are way down in Orange 
County,” he says. “Sheriff [Sandra] 
Hutchens has really made a difference. 
One of my clients told me that now they 
make you stand up for hours and hours 
in the jail. A deputy told him, ‘The sheriff 
says we can’t beat you anymore.’” 



espite such encouraging devel¬ 
opments, achieving real change 
when it comes to police miscon¬ 
duct can be difficult for many 
reasons. Police officials tend to 
see such lawsuits as an assault 
on their authority, rather than a plea for 
accountability. Within a department, even 
if officers feel one of them overstepped 
his bounds or delivered substandard per¬ 
formance, “snitching” is as unpopular as

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it is in gang circles. This, combined with 
a belief that the actions were justified by 
circumstances and that civilians don’t 
understand the pressures of policing, can 
lead to an “us against them” mentality. 

Another issue is the rarity of crimi¬ 
nal prosecutions brought against law- 
enforcement personnel because of 
“justified shootings.” Steering notes that 
in 2010, the LAPD shot 15 people who 
“reached for their waistband.” None had 
a gun. None of the officers was pros¬ 
ecuted. Steering represented the family of 
Ashley MacDonald, a suicidal 18-year-old 
girl who was fatally shot by Huntington 
Beach police in 2006 after she brandished 
a small knife in a public park. Although 
the cops put 15 bullets into the teenager, 
none was charged with a crime. It was 
found the officers’ actions didn’t violate 
department policy. 

But when a jury awards a plaintiff 
or a settlement is reached with a city, 
where does the money come from? The 
taxpayers? Like corporations, cities have 



insurance policies. Smaller cities often 
join insurance risk pools to spread the 
risk and get better rates. Depending 
on the city, policy, association, etc., the 
deductible for a liability could be between 
$50,000 and $1 million. The deductible is 
typically paid out of city coffers; the bal¬ 
ance would come from insurance. 

One such pool that includes Stanton 
provides its 31 member cities $50 million 
in limits on an occurrence basis, with no 
aggregate. That means each member city 
is covered up to that amount per incident. 
As a PERMA insurance company spokes¬ 
person noted, “In the unlikely event 
a judgment was made in excess of the 
$50 million, then the member would be 
responsible for the amount over $50 mil¬ 
lion.” Even the largest settlements, such 
as the $24 million won by the Dole family, 
have not yet risen to such levels. 

“No aggregate” means a city with mul¬ 
tiple occurrences throughout the policy 
year would have a $50 million limit avail¬ 
able for each occurrence. So even if a city 
had multiple brutality judgments against 
it, about all that would happen is the 
city’s deposit premium, paid to fund the 



coverage, would increase. The spokesper¬ 
son noted that his association has never 
expelled a member for above-average 
liability losses and that he has never 
heard of an insurance pool that has. 

Ron Thomas has little patience for 
this. “I get hate email because people 
think I’m going to bankrupt the city,” he 
says. “The city is not going to go broke. 
The system is designed so that the city 
doesn’t get penalized. So they get com¬ 
placent and don’t care. We’re actually 
suing the mayor, police chief and two 
councilmen individually. That might 
wake them up a bit.” 

Even though bad cops are rarely pros¬ 
ecuted or fired, many families find civil 
litigation offers some form of justice 
and even forgiveness. In his case. Steer¬ 
ing “subpoenaed every one of the police 
officers,” Merritt Sharp Sr. says. “They 
squirmed in court every day for about two 
weeks. ‘Do you know who pointed a gun 
at Mr. Sharp?’ ‘No.’ ‘Do you know who 
handcuffed Mr. Sharp?’ ‘No.’ The jury 
didn’t believe the cops.” 

But all too often, what the family really 
wants—an acknowledgment and an apol¬ 



ogy—is not forthcoming. “My clients 
Zerby and Dole never got an apology,” 
Mardirossian says. “After the settlement, 
the legal responsibility of the police is 
over. It’s all about ego.” 

To families seeking someone to be held 
accountable for the death of a loved one, 
even small judgments against individual 
cops become very important. In the case 
of Doug Zerby, in addition to the $6.5 mil¬ 
lion judgment that will be paid by the city, 
the two policemen were ordered to pay 
$5,000 each to the family. 

The amount is symbolic, agreed to 
for practical reasons. “We stipulated to 
the $5,000, rather than put the family 
through three more days against each 
officer,” says Mardirossian. But, he con¬ 
tinues, “far too often, it’s the city or the 
union that makes the payment for them.” 

To James, the monetary amount each 
officer will be required to pay out is irrel¬ 
evant. “It’s a statement made by the jury,” 
she concludes. “Being awarded punitive 
damages is very, very rare in federal court. 
The jury of our peers found unanimously 
that they were guilty.”

T he eateries you’ll see on the 5-mile 
stretch of Beach Boulevard as 
it extends from the 405 down 
to Pacific Coast Highway can have the 
randomness of what sticks on a strip of 
flypaper. Burgers? Of course. Pho? Persian 
kebabs? Vegan? Thai? The brick-and-mor- 
tar home of the sustainable seafood truck 
Slapfish? Yes to all of the above. Name 
virtually any foodstuff, and you’ll likely 
find a purveyor somewhere along this strip 
before you hit the pier, everything from the 
snootiest wine bar to a place selling honest- 
to-goodness broasted chicken. 

And I’m not even counting what has 
popped up on the banks of its tributaries. 
There’s a Slater’s 50/50 within walking 
distance of Beach, near Adams. Scraps, 
that new Vietnamese tapas concept, and 
Gyu Kaku, an outlet of the popular yaki- 
niku chain, can both be found at the corner 
where Beach meets Warner. There’s even 
Tacos Jerez, a Zacatecan taquena that 
this paper’s Mexican in chief wishes were 
located in Anaheim, where most jerezanos 
actually live. Beach Boulevard’s indis¬ 
criminate hodgepodge of eats doesn’t lean 
toward any particular ethnicity or group, 
proving that everyone from ever 5 rwhere 
wants to do business on one of OC’s busi¬ 
est thoroughfares. 

The Black Trumpet Bistro fits perfectly 
into this scene because its specialty is that 
it doesn’t have one. If you had to describe 
it to friends, you’d tell them about the jazz 
theme: Paintings of Miles Davis, Satchmo 
and Johnny Coltrane crowd the walls. The 
small space is appropriate for a restaurant 
calling itself a bistro. It has velvet-lined 
benches, an open kitchen and shelves of 
vino near the back. But because the Black 


Trumpet cherry-picks its dishes from 
Italy, France, Spain, Greece and Morocco, 
it’s entirely possible to construct a meal 
in which every course hails from a place 
nowhere near the last. The evening starts 
with pita bread and a complimentary house 
dip concocted by mixing together feta 
cheese, olives, pepper flakes and olive oil 
into a chunky slurry. A falafel can be had as 
an appetizer followed by an Italian caprese 
as the salad. After that, a fuming crock pot 
of French onion might be your soup. And 
your main course could be Spanish paella 
studded with shellfish and squid. 

Tapas makes up a large part of the 
menu: You’ll And hummus sculpted into 
the oval shape of pate, as well as a gemuine 
caponata, a traditionally Sicilian stew¬ 
like relish of eggplant, here offered with 
a plop of burrata and the same pita bread 
triangles used to scoop up the hummus. 
There’s a pizzette with figs, melted onion, 
feta crumbles and a drizzling of syrupy 
balsamic. Though it’s really just an oblong 
tart, it’s still better than what passes as 
pizza out there. 

The Brussels sprouts do not seem to be 
specific to any country, but they’re flash- 
fried in oil so hot the outer skins burn to a 
papery crisp while the centers remain soft 
and steamy. The entire serving is made 
tangy with sumac and garnished with 
shaved almonds and pencil-eraser nubs of 
chorizo bursting sweet, spicy fat. There’s 
also a perfectly cooked lamb chop with 
a squirt of mint sauce it could’ve done 
without, alongside a couscous that was 
puzzlingly cold. Almost as good: a pair of 
densely packed veal meatballs ladled with 
just enough tomato sauce to drag each 
bite through. 


A gigantic bowl of steamed clams and 
mussels should be skipped; the broth is 
no better than any place else that does the 
dish, and the mussels here are inexplicably 
mealy. Get the spiced garlic shrimp instead, 
but be warned that its coating of what 
appears to be wet breadcrumbs and the 
creamy puddle of sauce harbors enough 
garlic to render you unkissable for the rest 
of the evening. If the soup of the day is 
the kale and bean, claim a bowl before the 
kitchen runs out. The main course to order 
is a filet au poivre called “The Coltrane”: 
a rosy-pink medallion is slit as though a 
baseball mitt to receive a tongue-throbbing, 
Madeira-based peppercorn sauce so pun¬ 
gent and good you’ll be picking out the 
peppercorns from in between your teeth 
for hours. You’ll squeegee every drop with 
the crisp French fries that you haven’t yet 
dipped into the complimentary feta slurry 
given to you earlier. 

Owner Dino Ferraro is no stranger to 
Huntington Beach and the boulevard. 

He started the more traditionally Ital¬ 
ian Capone’s a few blocks down, then 
Mona Lisa a few years later. Despite the 
purposely unspecific menu, the Black 
Trumpet might be his most personal 
eatery yet. If it weren’t already on Beach, 
a veritable sea of sore thumbs, it would 
stick out like one next to its neighbors: 
an aging, old-school Chinese joint and a 
payday loan counter.

II MM ey, man, you still going to use 
n that?" the surfer-ish type guy 
asked as I scarfed down my meal at 
Chixy Natural. Oh, my lack of manners! 
This Costa Mesa rotisserie-chicken 
shop stocks eight homemade sauces 
in squeeze bottles left in a container, 
the better for everyone to squirt to their 
heart's content and leave them for every¬ 
one else. But me being me, I took one 
particular bottle to my table; it's an hon- 
est-to-goodness salsa verde that's spicy 
at first and only grows in heat, sour and 
verdant and as fine as anything served in 
SanTana. I kept dousing my chicken after 
every bite, the better for it to soak into 
spots that were previously unexposed. 
Oh, I used the to-go containers (ihixy 
offered: that's where I put the servings 
of ranch dressing, blue cheese sauce, 
teriyaki, balsamic and other sauces 
whose names I didn't catch, arranging 
them around my plate as though planets 
around the sun, dragging bits of breast 
through them. But the salsa container? 
Needed more. 

Chixy Natural really needs no public¬ 
ity—its massive spit, spinning about two 
dozen chickens at once over a roaring 
fire pit, is among the best advertising 
imaginable and has created a clientele 
that never ends, one the owners know by 
name and even office. It's such a perfect 
lure that I've never had anything other 
than a quarter-chicken order in my many 
times there—I'm sure the bowls, wraps 
and sandwiches are great, but that's 
how luscious the chicken is. The fowl's 
skin is only slightly crispy, the better to 
make eaters focus on the flesh, juicy and 
soft, edible with a spoon. The simplest 
combo gets you a drumstick and breast, 
along with tortillas (though store-bought, 
they're of high caliber—no GRUMA shit 
here) and your choice of sides. While 
they're all fine, the best are the cous¬ 
cous (chockablock with raisins that cut 
through the salad's tartness) and baked 
beans out of a Southern roadhouse. 
Together, in this well-kept dive in a tony 
strip mall just a long putt away from 
Newport Beach, you get a lunch better- 
suited for a picnic at Mile Square Park. 

As for the salsa I hoarded? I gave it 
to the guy. "Thanks, man; this stuff is 
great!" he exclaimed as he squirted just 
a bit onto his chicken. 

"Mind if I have it back when 
you're done?" I asked. He complied; 

I grabbed. Just can't part for too long 
with my Precious.

was the last Weekling to find my 
way to 320 Main. But it was worth 
the wait, especially because I got to 
meet the new-ish chef, Kelli Elliott. She 
started as a line cook at 320 Main, left, 
then returned when there was an open¬ 
ing for an executive chef. Her Midwest 
upbringing was similar to that of owner 
Jason Schiffer’s, giving them an instant 
rapport and an understanding of what 
the other was thinking. 

Your earliest food memory: 

Baking chocolate-chip cookies with my 
grandmother. I used to stand on a chair 
to help mix. We got to lick the bowl when 
she was done. 

Favorite meal growing up: 

Pot roast with mushrooms, carrots and 
potatoes every Sunday. Before we went 
to church, she would sear the pot roast, 
and when we got home, the aroma would 
be emanating from the house. She would 
have us drop off plates of food to some of 
the neighborhood elderly. 

Your best recent food find: 

Cioppino from American Fish Grill in 
Torrance. It’s relatively new. We had 
a Groupon. The broth was so good I 
wanted to lift the bowl and drink from it. 
Most undervalued ingredient: 

Passion. I worked with a guy, and the run¬ 
ning joke was that we “Do it with love.” If 
you love what you’re doing, it translates 
into the plates you craft. You can tell 
when someone is having a bad day. 

What do you recommend for first-timers to 
320 Main? 

Our signature, dry-aged rib-eye. 

Culinarily speaking, Orange County has 
the best: 

Cocktails. I live in LA, and the whole 
downtown and Hollywood area falls flat 
with the appreciation.

Trippin’OnTrini 

Callaloo Caribbean Kitchen brings island cuisine to SoCal 


Long Beach Lunch

A uthentic Trinidadian restaurants— 
hell, Trinidadian anything—are 
about as common in Long Beach 
as Uzbeki cafes are in Mission Viejo. Yes, 
the Venezuela-adjacent Caribbean coun¬ 
try of Trinidad and Tobago has sandy 
beaches, nearly year-round sunshine and 
the occasional palm tree, but a kitchen 
that cooks up curried goat and fried shark 
still seems an unlikely match in a city 
where ethnic food more often means a 
taco stand or Thai delivery 

But with a love of hybrid dishes and a 
Persian/Indian-via-Trinidad owner willing 
to explain it all to newbies, one-month-old 
Callaloo on East Anaheim Street fits seam¬ 
lessly into the city’s Main Street of immi¬ 
grant life. 



Named after a traditional Trinidadian 
soup that mixes spinach, pumpkin, red 
beans, okra and more, Callaloo’s menu is 
simply spectacular. Trini food (as it is affec¬ 
tionately known) features a heavy Indian 
influence, with traces of Creole, Spanish 
and African cooking, resulting in plates 
such as curry chicken served with channa 
(chickpeas), aloo (potatoes) and rice. For 
lunch, however, the rotis seem to exemplify 
this Caribbean blend most perfectly by 
filling an unleavened, pastry-type flatbread 
with everything from chicken and chick¬ 
peas to goat and rice. Ron Swanson would 
call it “a whole new meat-delivery system,” 


one that straddles the line between crepe, 
burrito and wrap. 

As I ordered the stewed oxtail lunch spe¬ 
cial, Callaloo’s owner explained that most 
of what he serves is not so much street 
food as it is beach food. Weekend specials 
include curried crab with dumplings—a 
specialty commonly offered at rickety 
sand-side shacks—and pholourie, fritters 
made of split-pea flour that come served 
with a thin, sweet chutney. Ask for the 
special spicy sauce (not quite a salsa) made 



from habanero peppers and mangoes—it 
goes well with everything. 

In the short time Callaloo has been 
open, word-of-mouth has already brought 
members of the Southland’s Caribbean 
community to Long Beach from as far 
away as South County. The only other 
restaurant that even attempts Trini cuisine 
is in Inglewood, and the service there is 
shoddy unless you speak Caribbean pidgin. 

Prices might seem a little on the steep 
side for anyone on a lunch budget, but rare 
ingredients are not cheap, especially when 
you consider that many of the vegetables 
have to be flown in from Miami because 
American-grown ones aren’t fit for the 
traditional dishes. When you drop $13 on 
a heaping plate of curried goat or stewed 
mahi mahi, you can be thankful food 
from this unique culture is even available 
out here. Some days, all it takes is a jerk 
chicken roti to break up the monotony of 
our saturated ethnic options.

Pambazo Ahi Crudo at Anepalco’s Off Chapma

S o I know all of you go to Anepalco's off 
Main Street in Orange, the first branch 
of Danny Godinez's coming empire of alta 
cocina Mexican food. But not enough of you 
have yet made the trek to the second Anepal¬ 
co's, the one off Chapman Avenue that's kitty- 
korner from the UC Irvine Medical Center. 
That one gets a good lunch and dinner crowd, 
but still nowhere near the lines that Anepal- 
quito's (Godinez's personal nickname for his 
original location) enjoys. And that's a shame 
because the newer restaurant is where Godi¬ 
nez is experimenting with Mexican food as 
though he were a culinary Cafe Tacuba 
He just debuted a new menu, one with a 
panoply of exciting dishes—a steak within 


chile negro, frog legs surrounded by a fabu¬ 
lous pico de gallo, a tropical crepe. But the 
best dish is a stunning pambazo, his take 
on the iconic Mexico City sandwich that 
finds cooks getting a bolillo, soaking it in red 
salsa, then toasting the results. Having ahi 
accompanied by toasted bread is virtually 
heretical, but Godinez has never subscribed 
to ideologies—he just does his thing. He puts 
the sushi-grade ahi between the pambazo, 
adds serrano and radish slivers, slathers 
the slice with avocado puree, then drizzles 
everything in lime juice. It's tart, spicy, 
crunchy, soft, brilliant—kind of like Cafe 
Tacuba's Re. And if you don't know what I'm 
referring to, get with the Reconquista—and 
get thee to Anepalco's.

The Santa Ana Daisy at 
Playground 

H ere's some history for you: Pretty 
much every cocktail you've ever had 
can trace its lineage back to the Old Fash¬ 
ioned—spirit, sugar, water, bitters. Switch 
the bitters for citrus juice, and you have a 
sour; switch the sugar for grenadine (or 
raspberry syrup) and add orange liqueur, 
and you have what's called a daisy, the 
Spanish word for which is margarita. 

The reason for that little history lesson is to 
understand why the Santa Ana Daisy, on Play¬ 
ground's new cocktail menu, is appropriate for 
a place where you still hear the calls of “com- 
pramos oro, plata" and "vuelos baratos, 
Guadalajara, Mazatlan, D.F." As with every¬ 
thing else at the restaurant, all the cocktails 
are pushing it just a bit; the Santa Ana Daisy is 
one historic step back from a margarita, with 
grenadine, lemon juice, tequila, simple syrup 
and Cointreau. 

THE DRINK 

It's poured into a glass rinsed with mezcal. 

No garnish, no ice, no herbs lovingly spanked 



on the bartender's hand, no frippery; there's 
no scent you're going to catch from a garnish 
that's as complementary as the mezcal, and 
ice would just mute the flavor. You don't taste 
the mezcal, though; it's just there as a scent, 
lending its smokiness to every sip of the drink 
without overpowering it, as though someone 
made a cocktail in a mezcal barrel. And while 
it's definitely a sweeter drink than, say, its Did 
Fashioned ancestor, it's nicely balanced and 
not cloying. The Santa Ana Daisy is a rein¬ 
vented Mexican-American cocktail that fits 
in beautifully with its community—^just call it 
"SanTana," as the natives do.

THE GREAT GATSBY There's a scene 
in Baz Luhrmann's The Great Gatsby 
in which Leonardo DiCaprio's hyper¬ 
rich, super-awkward Jay Gatsby takes 
it upon himself to redecorate the 
bachelor pad of his less-prosperous 
friend, Nick Carraway (Tobey Maguire). 
Gatsby's old flame, Daisy Buchanan 
(Carey Mulligan), is coming to Nick's for 
tea. Eager to impress her, Gatsby has 
brought in boughs draped with explo¬ 
sive white flowers, macaroons in every 
color of the paintbox, and tiered cakes 
Straight out of Marie Antoinette's court. 
"You think it's too much?" he asks Nick. 
Nick offers the polite answer: "I think 
it's what you want." The Great Gatsby 
is both too much and what Luhrmann 
wants, less a movie version of F. Scott 
Fitzgerald's novel than a movie version 
of Jay Gatsby himself. It's polished to 
a handsome sheen and possesses no 
class or taste beyond the kind you can 
buy. And those are the reasons to love 
it. The performers often look lost, but 
the movie moves, breathes, and has 
color on its side. Though Fitzgerald 
couldn't have known it, he wrote a 
scene tailor-made for 3-D, the one in 
which Gatsby rummages through his 
collection of brilliantly colored silk 
shirts and tosses one after another 
toward his lady love. In Luhrmann's 
vision, they float down around Daisy 
like polychrome snowflakes. It's all 
SO fake. It should all be so horrible. 

But really, all Luhrmann has done is 
build a crazy art deco Taj Mahal to 
the glory of The Great Gatsby. Like 
Gatsby, Luhrmann is a faker but not a 
phony. Fitzgerald knew the difference. 
Can we see it, too? (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide.

42 A likable hagiography as nuanced as a 
plaque at the Cooperstown Hall of Fame, 
Brian Helgeland's Jackie Robinson bio 
42 finds a politic solution to the chal¬ 
lenge Quentin Tarantino faced last year 
with Django Unchanged: Howto craft a 
crowd-pleasing multiplex period piece 
whose villain is, essentially, "all white 
people"? Helgeland solves this by—to 
flip a racist phrase of the day—showing 
us that Brooklyn Dodgers GM Branch 
Rickey (a phlegmatic Harrison Ford) 
is one of the good ones, a white guy 
who transcended his upbringing to 
become a credit to his race. In the first 


half, the big moments of drift past like 
parade floats: well-crafted, incidentally 
arresting, but not strung together into 
a dramatic narrative. Things pick up 
the closer Robinson gets to Ebbets 
Field—here a video-game recreation 
that never quite fools the eye. In the 
majors, we have a story, one that grows 
more and more compelling right up 
until the climax's ridiculously protracted 
slow-mo baserunning. Some Dodgers 
revolt against Robinson's arrival, pitch¬ 
ers aim for his face, and a Philadelphia 
coach shouts "You don't belong here! 

Get that through your thick monkey 
skull!" A dusty intimacy distinguishes 
the baseball scenes, which are excel¬ 
lent, if abbreviated. Robinson's duels 
with pitchers are especially involving, 
both at the plate and on base, where he 
harrows the bastards like Bugs Bunny 
might Elmer Fudd. Chadwick Boseman 
(playing Robinson) mostly manages to 
play a flesh-and-blood man despite 4Zs 
attempts to present him as a statue just 
unveiled. Movingly, as Robinson suffers 
the white world's abuse, Boseman's 
eyes moisten, redden, and finally seem 
to scab over with anger and hurt. (PG- 
13) Alan Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

IRON MAN 3 Where has Robert Downey 
Jr. gone? There's no doubt he's the star 
of Iron Man 3; he sprints through the pic¬ 
ture like a neurotic panther. And yet he's 
curiously absent, detached in a Zenlike 
way from the whole affair. The naked¬ 
ness that defines his best performances 
has become, paradoxically, a kind of 
mask, not unlike the sleek, airbrushed- 
looking one he wears as the superhero 
incarnation of cocky kajillionaire Tony 
Stark. Today, Downey could play Stark 
in his sleep. The jittery self-doubt, the 
look-at-me hubris, the Boy Scout clue- 
lessness about women: He's become 
SO proficient in his believability that you 
can hardly believe a minute of it. Maybe 
you don't need to believe much in Iron 
Man 3. This is the first in the franchise 
to be directed by Shane Black, and only 
the second picture the prolific action 
screenwriter has made. (The first was 
the marvelously nerve-jangling Kiss Kiss 
Bang Bang, also starring Downey.) On 
the plus side. Black has a puckish sense 
of humor, and shows a healthy resis¬ 
tance to the comic-booky self-serious¬ 
ness of the Batman movies. The villains 
in Iron Man 3, for example, include the 
Mandarin, a pointy-bearded sage who's 
half Osama bin Laden, half Ming the 
Merciless. He's played with bug-eyed 
hamminess by Ben Kingsley, and the 
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movie is spooky, silly, or both whenever 
he's onscreen. But the big problems with 
Iron Man 3 are less specific to the movie 
itself than they are characteristic of the 
hypermalaise that's infected so many 
current mega-blockbusters—too much 
plot, too much action, too many char¬ 
acters, too many pseudo-feelings. The 
mechanics of Iron Man 3 are complex 
and rambunctious, like Keystone Kops, 
bouncing off one another and ultimately 
canceling one another out. (PG-13) 
Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 

PAIN & GAIN Doesn't America prom¬ 
ise riches and luxury to people who 
deserve it? Daniel Lugo—the lead in 
Michael Bay's neon-noir ode to Miami, 
muscle tone, and the modern American 
dream—believes so, but is stuck as an 
underpaid personal trainer at Miami 
Lakes' Sun Gym, where he boosts the 
confidence of customers far less chis¬ 
eled than he and dreams of a better 
(read: richer) life. So, together with 
some muscle-bound accomplices, Lugo 
plots to kidnap his rich and ever-sneer¬ 
ing Colombian client Victor Kershaw 
(Tony Shalhoub) and torture him until 
he gives up everything he owns: his 
swanky mansion, successful deli, bright 
orange speedboat, the works. Bay's 
film is based on, and mostly faithful to, 
a true story penned by Pete Collins for 
the Miami New Times in late 1999. The 
Sun Gym Gang isn't made up of profes¬ 
sional mobsters. They're musclebound 
egotists with a sense of importance 
more inflated than their steroid-pumped 
pecs, and Bay wastes no opportunity 
for laughs at their bungling. Dressed 
in military fatigues, they show up at 
Kershaw's home expecting to catch 
him alone; he's hosting a Seder. Though 
this story needs no embellishment. Bay 
can't help himself. He adds wild shoot- 
outs, slow-mo effects, Instagram-esque 
freeze-frames, and B-movie-style gore. 
(Those who remember the Sun Gym 
Gang's murdered victims probably won't 
appreciate seeing one of their heads 
explode like a pumpkin beneath a falling 
barbell weight.) When the story crashes 
into a too-perfect ending, it's because 
Bay was led astray by the same things 
that got the Sun Gym Gang into this 
mess in the first place: superficiality, 
ambition, and the belief that reality just 
isn't good enough. (R) Ciara LaVelle. 
Countywide. 

THE PLACE BEYOND THE PINES Blue 
Valentine director Derek Cianfrance 
makes a concerted stab at the epic with 
this two-and-a-half-hour roundelay of 
failed fathers and unloved sons trapped 
in a vicious cycle of emasculated 
rage. Ryan Gosling (and his chiseled 
abdomen) stars as a motorcycle stunt 
driver in a traveling carnival who, upon 
learning he's fathered an infant son, 
puts down roots in upstate New York 
and becomes an armed bank robber 
instead. He eventually crosses paths 
with a rookie cop (a terrific Bradley 
Cooper), who becomes the central 
figure of the movie's second act, a 
charismatic climber in a precinct full 
of dirty cops (one played—in a folly of 
typecasting—by Ray Liotta). Finally, 
it's 15 years later, and the sons of both 
cop and robber (excellent newcomers 
Emory Cohen and Dane DeHaan) find 
themselves sorting out their entwined 
destinies. Cianfrance's third feature 
has a go-for-broke, everything-l-ever- 
wanted-to-put-into-a-movie quality to 
it; it seems to have been conceived in 
a dazed rush after marathon readings 
of Aeschylus, Hemingway and Larry 
Brown. But while the acting is excellent, 
the metaphors are heavy, the plotting 
thin and repetitive. Sure to inspire 
indifference and cultish admiration in 
nearly equal measure, this extravagant 
mess may someday be reevaluated as 
a misunderstood masterpiece. (R) Scott 
Foundas.

Dave Barton Exits 
Stage Left... 

... And leaves OC theatergoers already 
missing his brilliance

S O this is how one memorable chap¬ 
ter in the history of Orange County 
theater ends: not with a bang, but 
a whimper. 

It’s not that the two Mark Ravenhill one- 
acts chosen by Dave Barton as his Orange 
County storefront-theater swan song are 
plaintive or whiny They are finely crafted, 
if a bit elliptical, and Barton’s four female 
performers are captivating. It’s just they 
lack the visceral components (swinging 
dicks, boobies, shocking violence) of the 
Ravenhill plays that helped put Barton and 
his theater companies. Rude Guerrilla and 
the Monkey Wrench Collective, on the 
local, even international radar. 

In fact, it was the great success of the last 
Ravenhill play he produced, poo/ (no water), 
in which a successful artist is physically 
abused—and filmed—by a group of friends 
as she languishes in a coma, that eventually 
led Barton (who doubles as an arts writer 
for this infernal rag) to drop the curtain on 
his 15-year career here. Produced first in 
Fullerton, then at South Coast Repertory’s 
Nicholas Studio in May 2012, Barton real¬ 
ized that selling out the latter show was his 
artistic pinnacle, at least in Orange County 
storefront theater. 

He’d already shut the doors at Monkey

Wrench in December 2011 and seemed 
determined to focus on his film-production 
company, Bryton Films, as well as seriously 
delve into Los Angeles theater. But then 
Stages Theatre, needing someone to man¬ 
age the programming side of things, asked 
him last summer if he was interested; he 
was. But while he helped schedule the cur¬ 
rent season under the auspices of the the¬ 
ater’s board, the two parties decided several 
weeks ago that the experiment wasn’t get¬ 
ting an extension. 

Which leaves Ghost Experiment as the 
last time OC audiences will have Barton to 
kick around. And it’s fitting that it’s com¬ 
posed of two short plays written by Barton’s 
favorite pla 5 wright. This is the 13th produc¬ 
tion of a Ravenhill play directed by Barton 
and the seventh American premiere. In 
addition to exposing Ravenhill to Southern 
California theater circles. Barton has lec¬ 


tured in London on the works of the British 
playwright, who is in his second year as 
writer-in-residence at the Royal Shake¬ 
speare Co., and has had a personal and pro¬ 
fessional relationship with him. 

The first piece being performed at 
Stages, The Experiment, is 20 minutes or so 
of bizarre. The highly versatile Rose Lon¬ 
don plays three characters: a woman grap¬ 
pling with the hazy memory of her and her 
husband experimenting on their child in 
order to find a cure for a terminal disease; 
the twin of that child; and the father of the 
child. But we really have no clue whether 
the child in question actually belongs to 
this man or woman, or whether it belongs 
to a neighbor, or if the whole thing was just 
glimpsed in a documentary. Ravenhill pro¬ 
vides no resolution or confirmation, leaving 
it up to the audience to figure it out. Unfor¬ 
tunately, I think most people might sum it 
up as did the confused dude I overheard in 
the lobby: “Great memorization and acting, 
but what we she talking about?” 

Ghost Story is far more firmly planted in 
something resembling reality. Lisa (Jill Cary 
Martin) has approached Meryl (Brenda 
Kenworthy), a New Age healer, to help to 
guide her on her journey to beat cancer. 

The two women couldn’t be any more dif¬ 
ferent: Lisa is scared, angry, helpless and 
hopeless, while Meryl seems the epitome 
of strength and positive vibes. But it really 
wouldn’t be much of a play if neither 
changed, right? 

It’s a gem: heartfelt, dark, with aston¬ 
ishing character arcs. Both Martin and 
Kenworthy have worked with Barton 
extensively over the years, and their per¬ 
formances—along with Katrina Klein’s as 
Meryl’s partner—capture both the restraint 
and aggression in Ravenhill’s words. And it 
is as satisfying in its ultimate ambiguity as 
The Experiment is not. 

Both pieces deal with uncomfortable 
themes—child abuse and dealing with the 
reality of death, just for starters—honestly 
and with no blinders. Which makes them 
fitting odes for Barton, whom I first met a 
few years after the Weekly launched in 1995. 
His first piece was an original, ridiculously 
overcharged screed against anti-abor¬ 
tionists and organized religion; I thought 
this guy has enormous passion, but not an 
ounce of craft (probably like the dope who 
reviewed his early plays). To watch his 
work as a director evolve over the years, to 
see where he’s taken it, has been to observe 
one of the great personal artistic successes 
in OC history. 

It was always hard for Barton to get OC 
audiences into his theaters; his companies 
were about the material, not marketing. 

But his knack for choosing plays, usually 
written by contemporary playwrights, that 
were always honest—brutally so, at times— 
and thought-provoking leaves us with one 
undeniable thought: The work he chose to 
do mattered. And that’s something all local 
theater practitioners should remember.

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The Big Man Is Back 

Ralphie May returns with new jokes, a sex podcast and 

a hatred for Internet trolls

C redit his size or his controversial 
humor, but there’s really no room 
for middle ground when it comes 
to your feelings about comedian Ralphie 
May Whether you love him or hate him 
depends on your tolerance for vulgar¬ 
ity riddled with truth. Of course, May 
wouldn’t have it any other way. With an 
edgy and topical set that’s delivered with 
a sharp tongue and southern drawl. May’s 
crazy schedule makes him one of the 
busiest road comics out there, selling out 
venues across the country. How he even 
squeezes in time to record the sex-fueled 
and super-hilarious Perfect 10 Podcast 
with his wife (and fellow comedian), 
Lahna Turner—while raising two kids—is 
beyond us. 

A national touring schedule can take its 
toll on anyone, let alone a big man such 
as May. So it’s no surprise he chose to 
take some time off last year to recuperate. 
But this year, he’s ready to take his show 
back on the road. Known to do a longer 
set than most, you’ll get more bang for 
your buck when he rolls through OC to 
headline the Brea Improv for four nights, 
starting Thursday, May 9. We recently sat 
down with May to get an update on his 
health (in November, May suffered a pul¬ 
monary embolism while sick with pneu¬ 
monia), then got some inside scoop on the 
podcast and let him chime in on his love/ 
hate relationship with the Internet trolls. 
(You know who you are.) 

OC Weekly: You’ve been back for, like, a 
minute from the time off Is everything all 
good now? 

Ralphie May: Yeah, my shit was all 
mental shit. It probably was going to 
come off like a drug problem, but there 
was no drug problem. It was PTSD, so I 
wouldn’t sleep for days on end, and I’d 
have flashbacks to dying and stuff like 
that. It fucks you up; it really does. I had 
a hard time with it. I was exhausted, and 
I did more than 311 shows before Oct. 1, 
when I stopped for the rest of the year. 
That’s a lot! 

Have you thought about simmering down 
with the road gigs and doing a sitcom? 

Oh, I’d love it, but they just don’t hand 
them out! I’ve gotten deals before, we’ve 
gone to make pilots, and then something 
happens that’s out of my control, and they 
get pulled. I just go beat the drum Jerry 
Seinfeld-style. He had deals starting in 
1982, and he had, I think, 13 failed pilots 
before he got Seinfeld. So it’s like if you’re 
just tenacious, you’re funny and you 
make the audience out there demand you, 
maybe Holl 5 rwood will listen. 

You’re super-opinionated in general, and 
you’re notorious on Twitter with the trolls. 
They can be really brutal.... 

I call them the “new breed of pussy.” 



Everyone is a tough guy behind the key¬ 
board. They’d never have the balls to say 
things such as that to my face. It’s like, 
“You know what? I’ll be here. You buy 
your ticket, you say your piece. I’ll say 
mine, and we’ll see how it fucking ends 
up, stupid.” Why do people even bust my 
balls? I make people laugh. It’s weird. 
Everyone wants to be a tough guy. I love 
them, though. I give trips away to my 
fans. I do like the technology, and I like 
the immediacy of it. I mean, I was getting 
news about Boston before it was even on 
TV! It’s amazing sometimes. 

Seriously, Twitter has changed the news 
game. Regarding the Perfect 10 Podcast, I 
still cringe about the story with your kids 
playing with Ron Jeremy’s harmonica. Is it 
hard to pinpoint your favorite moment? 

Oh, yeah, I know! Now we have to worry 
about the kids having HPV, STDs and 
shit like that. It’s like, Jesus Christ, 

Ron! [Laughs.] It is too hard to pinpoint 
moments because each week we do the 
podcast, we are laughing. Like, Lahna 
just went and did stuff with this comic 
who used to be in the circus. The comic 
is bisexual and was so flexible from doing 
gymnastics and stuff he could suck his 
own dick. So they’re like, “Ralphie do you 
have any questions?” I was like, “Euck, 
yeah, I do!” [Laughs.] Oh, my god! It was 
amazing; it blew us away. Every week, it’s 
crazy because we do a lot of cool and fun 
stuff with comics, porn stars, musicians 
and all sorts of people. There is really 
something for everybody.

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Cloud Cult’s Higher Calling 

Bandleader Craig Minowa embarks on latest tour with a new sense of purpose

11 our love and all our pain/ 
is gonna make us precious/if 
it don’t make us insane/You 
have a calling.” 

For Cloud Cult bandleader Craig 
Minowa, these lines are his favorite to 
sing live. They’re from “The Calling,” a 
particularly hard-charging anthem on 
Love, the band’s ninth album, a tune that 
has whipped mostly sold-out club audi¬ 
ences into a frenzy on the first leg of the 
tour. These lines are the most telling of the 
auteur’s headspace. 

“It is a pretty big, personal piece for me,” 
Minowa says from his home studio in Viro- 
qua, Wisconsin, a small, rural city carved 
into the glacial hills east of the Mississippi 
River. “We’re all put through the obstacle 
course of life but given the blessing of 
another day in front of us to do something 
really positive and loving with our time.” 

These types of bumps and bruises chron¬ 
icle a major part of the Cloud Cult story. 

One night in 2002, Minowa and his wife, 
Connie—one of two artists who paint during 
shows—found their 2-year-old son, Kaidin, 
dead in his crib. Medicating himself with his 
songwriting, Minowa penned what would 
become the band’s college-radio break¬ 
through record. They Live On the Sun. The 
tragedy surfaces in Minowa’s every record¬ 
ing and at every performance. “In a way, he’s 
a bridge between two worlds,” he says. 

Probing the link between the corporeal 
and the ethereal has been a constant in 
Minowa’s art and life. Before fatherhood- 
before musicianhood, even—Minowa’s 


metaphysical search manifested itself dead- 
center in the scientific realm. He earned a 
degree in environmental science from the 
University of Minnesota, built a studio on 
his geothermal-powered farm (where he 
started Earthology Records in 1997), sold 
digital songs in days of dial-up, and toured 
in a biodiesel van in the days before hybrid 
vehicles. Minowa’s studio is even built par¬ 
tially from reclaimed wood and recycled 
plastic. And his nonprofit label uses only 
recycled materials and donates all proceeds 
to environmental charities. 

He loves to talk about how he is still 
holding out hope for a sustainable way 
to record on vinyl, about “places that are 
working on grinding out old vinyl and 
making new records out of it.” 

“We’re optimistic that we’re going to have 
something in the next year here,” he reports. 

The 13 songs strung together on Love 
tie into that overriding theme. Musically, 
it combines the bold artiness of Arcade 
Fire with the broad bedroom pop of 
Broken Social Scene. Just listen to the 
bubbling intensity of “1x1x1”; the harmoni¬ 
ous anthem of “Good Friend”; the bold, 
noisy experiments of “The Calling”; and 
the tender ode “Meet Me Where You’re 
Going”—which Minowa says he wrote 
for the band’s sound tech/tour manager 
Jeff Johnson’s wedding. As the cover art 
of a broken heart being stitched together 
illustrates, the album is a document of 
one man’s mental state that taps into the 
universal emotion that assures the listener 
that everyone’s looking for their own form 


of desire, especially after traumatic events 
that can shake us to our core. 

These days, the joy and challenge of 
beginning again with a new record is also 
reflected in his personal life. Minowa 
finds himself in the beginning stages of 
fatherhood again with two little girls: Iris, 
3, and Nova, 1. When he and Connie go out 
on the road, their daughters come along, 
too. “On a good night, you get five hours 
of sleep,” he says. “On a bad night, you get 
three.” He likes to call the perspective he 
gets from having a young family out on the 
road with him “the bigger calling.” 

Clearly, his family is his source of inspi¬ 
ration, being at the heart of Minowa’s cre¬ 
ative process. He writes and records much 
of the band’s material at home and scores 
out the music for an eight-piece multi¬ 
instrument ensemble that is scattered 
about the Midwest. When Minowa fin¬ 
ishes a batch of songs. Cloud Cult meet for 
a few days on the farm to learn the tunes 
and jell as a band before hitting the road. 

“We accomplish a lot because we can 
get a really good focus going,” he says, 
with genuine contentment in his voice. 
The kind of contentment you hope would 
come from following a calling to its fullest.

Though 
hardcore and punk is the heart, Isaac 
Hayes, Beastie Boys, Blasters, hip-hop, 
folk, jazz and anything else can also be 
found here. This is the neighborhood store 
that wants to bring you what you need, 
want and love. The motto seems to be 
"Trust your own taste." 

It can't carry every product made, so 
everything has to be necessary, unique or 
compelling. I like the bamboo socks by klen; 
when you buy a pair, the company plants a 
tree. It's all made in the USA, too. 

Programme also hosts the kind of top- 
secret events we expect from a great indie 
store, so visitwww.programmehq.com (or 
like the shop on Facebook) for updates. 

Hanging out with Lisa, Chris and Efrem 
at Programme, I realized I could write about 
indie businesses every week and never run 
out of cool, strong people to highlight. I think 
this is important, as we are at the mercy (in 
our minds) of financial, political and legal 
systems that are just torturing us with taxes, 
regulations, rules and impossibilities. 

Maybe it's time for a peaceful, cultural 
DIY Revolution. Sounds like fun to me.

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Seeing ‘Stars’ With Hum 

A photographer’s mission to relive the ’90s with one of his favorite bands

Longtime concert photographer and fel¬ 
low WeeklingAndrew Yousseffound out 
almost two years ago that he had Stage 
IV colon cancer. In that time, he has con¬ 
tinued to shoot tons of music events for us 
on top of other freelance work and holding 
a day job at a hospital, of all places. This 
series, which runs weekly on our music 


blog. Heard Mentality, allows him to tell 
his story. 

ne of my favorite bands in the 
world is Hum. You may remember 
their alt-radio hit “Stars” from the 
mid-’90s. As I get older, I have realized the 
music I listened to religiously during my 


late teens and early twenties left an indelible 
mark on my musical tastes. Hum’s combi¬ 
nation of heavy space-rock guitars, unique 
bass parts and complex drumming had me 
listening to their albums You’d Prefer an 
Astronaut and Downward Is Heavenward 
on constant repeat while I studied organic 
chemistry in college. I had seen Hum a 



number of times in the ’90s and even ser- 
endipitously in London while on vacation 
after seeing a flier in Tower Records. 

Hum unfortunately broke up but would 
occasionally reunite for special shows. 

In September 2011, the band announced 
they would play two shows. The first show 
would be at the High Dive in Champaign, 
Illinois, and the second would be at the 
A.V. Club festival in Chicago. I had only 
been back in action photographing shows 
for a few months after my initial surgery 
and still was on chemotherapy. Though the 
idea of traveling across the country while 
undergoing treatment and not being at full 
strength was daunting, I was determined to 
make the trip because Hum rarely play, and 
I figured the boost of seeing them again live 
would be worth the risks. 

Preparation was key, as I made sure I had 
a host of extra medications and supplies 
with me in case I ran into problems while 
I was away. Fortunately, my good friend 
Jessie served as my 
host and did all the 
driving, picking me 
up in Indianapo¬ 
lis and driving to 
Champaign, and 
then onward to 
Chicago. When I 
was healthy, I had 
made a few trips to 
the Midwest to see 
Hum in Chicago 
and St. Louis. My 
mind was blown 
when I was con¬ 
tacted by Hum’s drummer, Bryan St. Pere, 
thanking me for flying out numerous times 
to see them play. 

When I was diagnosed, I had emailed 
Bryan, asking him if I could send him 
some of my older photos of Hum to be 
autographed for an eventual gallery show 
I will host. Arriving in Champaign a few 
hours before the show to pick up my signed 
photos, I managed to meet up with Bryan 
and lead singer/guitarist Matt Talbott, 
who graciously spent a few hours with me, 
answering every question I had stored up 
throughout the years. It was a moment I 
would never forget and cherish to this very 
day, as I remember how weary I was from 
the travel. 

Moments before the band was supposed 
to start, I can recall being extremely tired 
and concerned about being up front to take 
photos; I was scared about passing out. 
Once Hum started playing, the adrenalin 
took over; I felt as if I was actually healthy 
again and transported back to my early 
twenties. It is difficult to ignore the power 
of live music as it kept me standing through 
my exhaustion and weakness from chemo¬ 
therapy. Most of my friends were highly 
concerned about me traveling this far for 
a concert, but after spending a few hours 
hanging out with the band, and then seeing 
them in a small club, I knew it was the best 
decision at that time. 

When Hum were playing at full volume 
and I was photographing them in action, 
those precise moments are among those 
when I felt “normal” and are invaluable 
to me. I realized then that music and my 
favorite band were helping me to stay alive, 
giving me the strength to fight this disease.”

S traddling the line between '80s Nor- 
Cal thrash and '90s SoCal punk, Stuck 
Dickens play hard, fast, loud and technical, 
as evidenced by the band's face-forward 
single "Holden," which clocks upward of 
190 beats per minute (think "Motorbreath" 
by Metallica) and is rife with pop/punk 
whoa-oa-oas, walloping snare fills and 
a guitar solo that showcases the band's 
trademark double-lead-guitar attack. 

"Most punk bands don't have great gui¬ 
tar players," says guitarist Brad Zangwill, a 
disciple of the John Petrucci/Joe Satriani 
school of shred. "We're proud to have two 
guitarists who can alternate dueling guitar 
solos and blow people's minds." 

Zangwill's six-string counterpart, lead 
vocalist Tim Tintari, takes a relatively sub¬ 
tler approach, favoring melodic phrases 
made famous by the likes of Dimebag 
Darrell and Marty Friedman. Tintari belts 
out lyrics with a pissed-off, nasal rigor, 
dampened by hints of apathy and resigna¬ 
tion; their verses about wartime travesties, 
government fuck-ups and appeals for 
revolution are firmly rooted in the tradition 
of punk rock. 

Zangwill and Tintari met at Huntington 
Beach's Marina High School, from which 
they graduated in 1998. But it wasn't until 
10 years after graduation the two decided 
to put a band together. Tintari, also an 
accomplished drummer who had toured 
the world with the famous Blue Devils 
Drum Corps, tapped fellow corpsman and 
Hollywood session cat Tom Plumb to play 
drums for Stuck Dickens; Plumb, in turn, 
recruited Musician's Institute classmate 
Jazz Urn to play bass. Naturally, the band's 


musical pedigree is their best selling point. 

"Each musician in the band is amazing in 
his own right," Zangwill says, "and we try 
to allow that to be seen and heard." 

Their 2011 self-titled debut is a guitar- 
heavy scorcher whose theme loosely ties in 
with the band's eponymous superhero car¬ 
toon persona, brought to life by Hollywood 
visual artist Dan Kubat, that also appears 
in video-game form as PunkMan (playable 
atwww.punkmangame.com). "Stuck Dick¬ 
ens was originally conceived to be a punk 
superhero," says Zangwill of the character. 
"He's normal until he is pissed off; then he 
transforms into the ripped, mohawked punk 
rocker who eats politicians."

At the moment, the band are focused 
on building a fan base through live per¬ 
formances, which, as with the cartoon, 
can get pretty rowdy in the pit depending 
on the venue and the bill. They're splitting 
time gigging and rehearsing in Huntington 
Beach (where Zangwill and Tintari live) 
and up in Hollywood (where Urn and Plum 
reside), a dual citizenship that, Zangwill 
says, serves the band well. "We find 
that spanning over two counties, we are 
able to expand our fan base easier," he 
says. "We have people promoting in more 
places." 

Stuck Dickens are currently writing and 
recording a sophomore album, for which 
Zangwill projects a 2014 release. In addi¬ 
tion to a more deliberate pace, Zangwill 
says. Urn has more featured material on 
the new record. "We have started writ¬ 
ing much more as a band, writing songs 
together," he says. "We made it a point to 
add more diversity to this album." 

In the meantime, the Dickens will be 
busy melting faces throughout the SoCal 
rock club scene—and possibly devouring 
a few politicians along the way.

HOW TO NOT CROSS THE LINE INTO ANNOYANCE

S ocial media. It’s pretty great for bands. They can list their gigs, share updates 

and connect with fans. So why are so many of them so utterly shit at it that they 
cross over into the dangerous territory known as “more annoying than Pitbull?” 
Here are some common band mistakes of social media etiquette, that grossly important, 
unspoken social contract between us all. 


Q DON’T OVERPROMOTE 

This is probably the most important thing. If you tell me to come to your next gig 
six times in one day or say, “Listen to our album! It’s really great!” five days in a row, 
then it makes me far less likely to do either of those things. Just tell me about your new 
album maybe once a week for a few weeks, and each gig one time only. Don’t brag.

They just want you to be 
happy. “Share this status and win two 
tickets to our upcoming gig!” Ten 
bucks worth of tickets for the low, low 
price of annoying everyone I know? 
Where do I sign? 


□ TELL ME SOMETHING EXCITING 

It doesn’t have to be about the 
band. Act like interesting friends I have 
on Facebook whom I enjoy interacting 
with. If you’re at a loss, post cute ani¬ 
mal pictures with capital letters. That 
is a universal success. 


HAVE SOME SELF-AWARENESS 

If you tell me your new single 


is “THE ONLY THING I SHOULD 
BE LISTENING TO TODAY,” then it 
almost certainly isn’t. 


a ON TWITTER, DON'T SEND 
ME PRIVATE MESSAGES 
USING HASHTAGS 


You can’t trend private message con¬ 
tent, and this does not make me feel 
compelled to respect the intellect 
behind the music. If you must use 
hashtags, make them slightly better 
than “#music.” 


B LEARN HOW TO INVITE 
PEOPLE PROPERLY 

Don’t invite everyone on your god¬ 
damn friends list to the Facebook 
event by way of promoting your gig. 
I’m still getting invited to gigs back in 
the U.K. with mass invites. Just post 
the event in your timeline! That way, 
people can choose whether or not to 
get spammed with notifications from 
you posting in the event “This gig’s 
going to be great!” 


□ 


DIRECT BOTHERING IS THE 
WORST 


Posting right on people’s walls and 
tweeting at them to hassle them into 
interacting with you is not what civi¬ 
lized people do. Would you do that with 
your personal social-media account? 
Yes? Then deactivate it immediately. 
You are fired from the Internet.
